What are the conditions necessary for the growth and de 


Vitality in the soil in which they 
grow is their poison; non-vitality is their life. Imagine a line 
A. B. Let it represent the average amount of vitality in the 
human race; that is to say, the power which we have of resist 
ing external influences. This power varies greatly in different 


individuals. One man can walk ten miles without fatigue; 
another can not walk one. There is a mean vitality in the hu- 


man race which may be represented by the line A. B. There

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whose vitality is below it. Above the line you have the 
area which acts as the poison to the bacterium; below the 
line you have the area which is its life—an area in which it 
grows and develops. The further you go below the line the 
more suitable becomes the nidus, until at last you reach a 
point when all vitality has disappeared, when death takes 


place; here the nidus is most suitable—here the bacterium 


flourish« John Hunter's definition of life centers itself in 
this property of living things:—‘‘the power of resisting pu- 
trefaction’’—the power of preventing the growth of the bac- 
terium. If I lay a bacterium on the back of my healthy 


hand, it may exist, it does not grow; it has its analogue in 
the potato on the dry stone floor. If, however, I lay it in a 
wound or on an ulcerated surface, in which there is necessa- 
rily a lowering of the vitality, it there finds a suitable nidus— 


growth and development take place. 


Let me illustrate the fact that vitality is their poison, by 


another example from John Hunter’s work. In speaking of 
putrefaction, he illustrates the principle of life by the follow 
ing curious and interesting fact: You are aware that the egg 


of the common fowl may be fecundated, or it may not; that 
is to say, the former will, if placed in proper condition, grow 
ind develop into a chicken—the latter will not. Now, if you 
place two such eggs—one fecundated, the other not—in an 
oven at a certain temperature, you will find, after a time, that 
a chicken comes forth from the fecundated egg, and that the 
albumen left in the egg is quite free from putrefaction. Break 
the other egg, and it will be stinking. You observe that the 
living principle in the fecundated egg prevented the growth 
and development of the mischief, while the absence of the 
living principle in the non-fecundated egg rendered the con 
tents a fit nidus for the growth of the mischief. 

Take another example: An apple, when it is bruised, will 
putrefy at the rotten part. The bruising of the apple destroys 
or lowers its vitality, and the result is that the organism falling 
on that part finds a suitable soil for its growth—the bruised 


portion has lost the power of resisting external agencies

lime, Condy’s fluid, carbolic or sulphurous acids. These va- 
rious substances, being volatile and poisonous, may be placed 


in the room; and it is possible to understand that you can 


prevent the living organisms from reaching the wound. I can 
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easily understand that in a hospital ward in which everything is 
soaked in carbolic lotion—basins of lotion, masses of antiseptic 
gauze, and other carbolized materials lying about—the atmos- 
phere might be rendered a deadly mischief to the poison. In 
medicine disinfectants are used with the greatest advantage, be- 
cause, in a case of scarlet fever for instance, the poison comes 
from the patient, and we destroy it when it leaves the patient, 
ind prevent those around him from harm. Such means are 


useful in a putrid wound; in this case also the poison comes 


from the patient, and we prevent the poison from reaching 
other patients by surrounding the putrid wound with some 
antiseptic. It is, however, a different thing when we make a 


wound. With unbroken skin to deal with, our business is to 


prevent the mischief from getting at the wound. Disinfectants 


ire not sufficiently local for the majority of surgical patients. 


[ may illustrate the distinction between the case of a patient 
suffering from typhus or scarlet fever, and an operation say 
for the excision of a tumor, by the following: You see

out—to prevent them from reaching the crops around the 
wood.

Second. You wy kill the organisms after they get in, by 
the injection of some antiseptic lotion, as, for example, the 
‘‘hyperdistention’’ method of Callender acts in this way. 
We must adopt this method when we are called to a wound 
the result of an accident We can not help ourselves.

Cherefore, in a case of compound fracture we inject carbolic 
acid lotion into every nook and cranny, hoping to destroy the 
mischief.

NATURE AND SOURCE OF THE YELLOW FEVER EPI 
DEMIC AT LOUISVILLE, KY.; IN 187

Prior to the fall of 1878, no record had been made of any 
ise of yellow fever originating in this region. When it did 
ippear, a doubt naturally arose as to its identity. The follow- 
ing tabular statement (pages 356 and 357) of the significant 
symptoms of twelve cases, will enable any one to draw his 


own inferences 
In an inquiry into the cause of an epidemic, the re 


held by the sick in common, and the topography of the dis 


trict, are of first importance [he adjoined map has been 
compiled from official sources, and carefully corrected by per 
sonal inspection. The figures on the map are explained by 
reference to the list of cases on page 358. In the fatal neigh- 
borhood, general opinion counts about fifty names; but I have 
not relied upon street report. Some fatal cases occurring at 
the same time in the infected district are not set down, be 
cause of the difficulty in gathering reliable data: some mild 
ones are omitted because the diagnosis was considered doubt 
ful. In the list on page 358, they have been grouped accord 


ing to an important common relation, the meaning of which is 


ro 
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obvious. 
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But one case is not included—that of Mudd—who was 
attacked on the 17th of September, and died four days later. 
He resided two blocks away from the infected district, on 
Fourteenth street, between Maple and Broadway. There was 
no history of exposure to the immediate range of the infected 
district. 

Like hundreds of other citizens, who were not seized, he 
had come in contact with fugitives from Memphis. When it 
is discovered that the railroad track and several sidings are 
laid in the street before his door, one feels a strong inclina 
tion to include his and all the cases under a wider uniform 
relation, namely, that at night, or in the early morning, they 
vere in the vicinity of the track and sidings, on which freight 
from the pestilential cities of the south was slowly borne. 

The theories framed to explain this outbreak are three in 
number first, direct contagion; second, by specific loca 
mas s third } 4 1p rtca factor P ‘U Qa Was 

The theory of direct contagion must be considered in the 
highest degree improbable. For many years, with absolute 
impunity to her own citizens, Louisville has been a place of 
refuge for the people fleeing from the yellow fever in the 
south. In 1873, Memphis fugitives and their baggage were re 
ceived without hindrance, entertained without fear, and those 
who fell sick of the fever while here were treated in every part 
of the city, and not a solitary indigenous case was reported. 

In 1878, there was a more widespread exposure of the same 
kind. By public invitation thousands of refugees came; im 


ported cases were treated in all parts of the city without isola 


tion; physicians handled for hours at a time the black vomit, 
urine and pathological remains of the sick. At the Yellow 
Fever Hospital, physicians and nurses slept in the same build 
ing with eighty-nine patients, sick, dying or dead. All per 
sons thus exposed were presumably susceptible, yet the only 
residents of Louisville who were seized were among those not 
thrown with the sick and dead, above mentioned. The chances 
are infinity to one against communication by direct contagion 

It is established that there was a limited locality, exposur 


to the night air of which, produced yellow fever. Of th 
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tion taken by the disease, I am inclined to regard the corner of 
Eleventh and Maple as being near the focus of the infection. 

Four days later two persons were stricken at I and 2, corner 
of New Alley and Maple, and then there followed the others 
in the order given on page 358. The wide spaces between 
consecutive cases can be explained by the depopulation which 
resulted when the nature of the disease was made known. 
For instance, No. 5 was the only house on the south side of 
Broadway which was not deserted, and on the north side all 
the families but three vacated the premises. Were it not for 
this speedy departure the mortality, judged by what befell 
those who remained, would have been doubled. It will be 
observed that the outbreak first appeared near the corner of 
Eleventh and Maple, and spread north and west as far as 
No. 17; the last case was taken sick two days before the first 
hard frost. 

Che theory of ax zmported factor plus a local miasm is the 
most probable one, as it is in harmony with all the facts. It 
recognizes that the locality and not persons is the source of 
infection. It takes note of the absence of peculiarly insani- 
tary surroundings. It accounts for the proximity of the out 
break to the northern terminus of a trunk line which con 
veyed material of all kinds from infected towns. It helps to 
explain why in 1878, and never before, did the disease get a 
foothold here: because never before had such free personal 
and commercial intercourse been held by Louisville with so 
many pestilential centers. If one can accept that the steam 
boat ‘‘Porter’’ could carry the disease from New Orleans 
to Gallipolis, it is easy to believe that one or more of the 
hundreds of cars loaded at Memphis, or Grenada, or Holly 
Springs, shut close and subjected to no process of disinfec- 
tion, not even aired till Louisville was reached, might in that 
way import ‘‘sections of the infected atmosphere.”’ Once let 
loose, the specific poison, before being diluted and dissipated, 
would find its needed auxiliaries engendered by the heat, 
moisture and fecal accumulations of the very square where 
the outbreak occurred.

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Emmet's Operation for Lacerated Cervix Uteri. 
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EMMET’S OPERATION FOR LACERATED CERVIX 
UTERI.

The recent publication of Dr. Emmet's work on Clinical 
Gynecology, and his clinical lectures for several years at the 
Woman's Hospital, have given this operation a prominence

and interest with the profession that in¢ 
port the following cases recently operated on, which have 
encouraged me to believe that in this operation we have 
the means of overcoming certain pathological conditions 
not to be overrated by the gynecist, the treatment of which 
has heretofore been unsatisfactory, and in many instances 
the patient given up as incurable. We often find these 
cases of cervicitis accompanied by uterine leucorrhea and 
granular eversion of the os, more or less extensive, which 
apparently yield to rest, astringents, caustics and antiphlogis 


tics for a time, only to return when the patient resumes her 


accustomed mode of lif They will come again into our 
hands to go over th ime course of treatment, or perhap 
will seek the advice of others Che pathology of this condi 
tion is mad ificiently prominent and plain by Dr. Emmet, 


so that no one who directs his attention to it can overlook it 


[hat his treatment is the proper one I am led to believe by 


the results in his ca , Which I had the pleasure of witne ing 
last winter at the Woman’s Hospital, New York; and from 
the result obtained in these cases I am now about to report. 
Case I. Mrs. S., aged thirty-five years—the first of thes« 
cases—I was called to see in February last, in company with 
Dr. R. R. Dashi her family physician She had been suf 


fering from womb disease for fourteen years, since the birth 
of her first child he patient was considerably emaciated, 
and of a nervo b temperament. When young she was 


quite stout, menstruated at thirteen years, and was healthy 


up to the birth of her first child. I found her suffering with 
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a violent attack of hysteria and general neuralgia. She had 
been confined to her bed for six weeks, and I was informed 
that she had suffered with these symptoms, more or less, for 
fourteen years, and had been treated for this condition by 
several physicians of note. An examination by the touch 
demonstrated that she had a lacerated perineum, the womb 
anteverted, the neck enlarged and very tender, and bathed in 
a leucorrheal discharge. No course of treatment had given 
any relief, and her sufferings could only be palliated by hypo 
dermic injections of one fourth to half a grain of morphia 
With the assistance of Dr. Dashiell, an examination was 
made with Sims's speculum. The laceration of the perineum, 
down to and involving the sphincter ani, was demonstrated ; 


the neck of the womb was found lying near the posterior 


vaginal wall, very much enlarged and dense to touch; the os 
covered with granulations, extending over to left side, show 
ing a dense cicatrix occupying the line of former laceration, 
which could be traced by the eye down to the vaginal junc 
tion [he symptoms of endo- and corporeal cervicitis were 


all present; but pressure with the finger upon this cicatricial 


line gave great pain and increased the neuralgia felt in the 


templ s and fac e. and brought on a fit of crying and hysteria. 
The diagnosis was a healed laceration of the cervix, and the 
line of laceration occupied by the pl ig of Ck itricial tissue so 
well described by Dr. Emmet, on page 467 of his book, was 
very apparent The laceration was left lateral, however, and 


not bilateral as described by him 
With the concurrence of the patient and husband, and of 


Dr. Dashiell, her physician, Emmet’s operation was decided 
upon; and on February 14, 1879, the operation upon the cer 
vix was performed by cutting out with the scissors a V shaped 
piece, including the dense cicatricial tissue before mentioned, 
and the incision brought together with four silver sutures and 
twisted as done by Dr. Emmet Chere was but little blood 


} 


lost, as the hot water vaginal injections had been used as 


advised by him. The patient progressed finely, without pain 


or any symptom that would indicate that an operation had 
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been performed, save that of confinement to bed. On the 
seventh day (the 21Ist) the sutures were removed, and the 
line of union was found complete; the neck was reduced 
fully one-third in size, and the eroded condition of the os had 
entirely disappeared. 

This patient progressed favorably, and on February 27th 
she menstruated unconsciously to herself, entirely free from 


pain and hysteria, for the first time in fourteen years, as she 


expressed it he menstruation continued for five days, and 
more freely than usual. At the end of four weeks she men 
struated again, without pain or trouble of any kind rhe 


neck of the womb had decreased in size almost one half from 
what it was before the operation. 


On the 15th of April, the operation for the restoration of 


the perineum was performed under ether, assisted by Drs. 
Dashiell and John I. Taylor [he sutures were removed 
on the eighth day and the line of union was found perfect, 
although the third stitch had broken. Six stitches had been 
inserted. The operation was done as practiced by Dr. Em 
met, and a strong, firm perineum was the result Che uterus 
had resumed its natural position, was much reduced in size, 
and but little tenderness of the organ was then present. It 
was not afterwards found necessary to use any artificial sup- 
port he patient, whom I saw to-day (August 15th), has

woman gave birth to a male child at twenty one years, at 
which time she was attended by an old midwife, who, she 
says, aided in her labor by getting behind her (she sitting up) 
and pushing from above downwards until she was delivered. 
As the result of such manipulation, she was badly torn and 


was confined to her bed for many weeks. She has had poor 
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health, although she has borne two children since. The last 
four years she has been confined to her bed for most of the 
time. I found her much emaciated, and was suffering from 
a retroflexion of the womb and laceration of the perineum 
Upon an examination by touch and speculum (Sims), I found 
she had free leucorrhea, granular erosion of the os, and upon 
the left side of the cervix a well marked cicatricial line which 
had been the seat of the laceration, down to and involving 
the vaginal mucous membrane—the same line of tenderness 
on pressure and denseness to the touch, as found in the case 
just recorded. This patient did not suffer from hysteria to any 


great extent, but was very low spirited and without energy or

upon her feet without much suffering, or pay any attention to

her household duties [he perineum was torn back to the 
anus, and she had no support for the retroflexed uterus. The 


neck of the womb was large and tender to touch, especially 
in this dense cicatricial portion, covered with granular erosion 
and bathed in an offensive leucorrhea She, too, had been 


the subject of much treatment, with no benefit. 


I advised the same course with her as Mrs. S. She con 
sented, and on the 14th of March last I performed the opera 


tion upon the cervix, assisted by Drs. Dashiell and D. W. Col 


lins It required five sutures to close the V shaped incision: 


they were removed on the seventh day, and the line of heal 
ing was found to be perfect, except at the bottom of the 


angle, where a portion of the cicatricial tissue was necessarily 
left. There was some tendency to granulate there, and the 
suture had partly cut out, but this afterward gave no trouble 
A slight tenderness*existed for some time at that point Che 
retroflexion was removed at the time of the operation, but 
returned after the removal of the sutures 

On the 4th of April I performed Emmet's operation on th 
lacerated perineum, restoring the retroflexed womb, and re- 
moving tissues well up the posterior vaginal wall, which, in 


my opinion, prevented a recurrence of the displacement. On 


the tenth day the sutures, six in number, were removed; the

healing was perfect throughout in spite of a phlegmon, which 
was present at the time of the operation on the left labium, 
and was opened at that time. Her womb was found greatly 
reduced in size and in proper position, not needing a pessary. 
Since that time she has regained her health, and looks fresh 
and hearty, riding on horseback, and able to attend to her 
household duties, such as washing, cooking, etc. 

Case III. The third case is that of a poor woman residing 


ten miles in the country, whom I thought necessary to take 


to my house to make the operation a success. She had lacet 
ated perineum with retroflexion of the womb, and bilateral 
laceration, right and left of the cervix. The right side had 
entirely healed, but the line of laceration was filled with the 
dense cicatricial tissue before noticed; the left side had pa 


tially healed, leaving a long slit for the os, and partially filled 


with the cicatricial tissue, which upon pressure gave rise to 
pain in the left side, and extending up to margin of the ribs 
This was a typical case, as the laceration of the perineum was 
quite down to the margin of the anus, and the line of lacera 
tion of cervix quite distinct to the eye as a glistening white 
line, and very dense to the touch. Mrs. B. is forty-four years 
of age, a widow, the mother of four children, the youngest 
seven years, at whose birth the accident occurred, and afte 
which began her ill health. She menstruates regularly, but 
always since | ivery profuse and painful, and the pain 
referred to left hypochondrium and attended with profuse and 
offensive leucorrhea, so irritating as to excoriate at each epoch 
the external genital She has been confined to her bed for a 
great portion of the last four years 

An operation having been determined upon, it was per 
formed on the 14th of June, assisted by Drs. Dashiell and 
Taylor. A V shaped piece was removed from each side of 
the neck of the uterus, the larger on the left side down to the 
vaginal junction. he tissue was very dense, and cracked 


under the scissors like leather. ‘two sutures were used upon 
the right side, and four upon the left. The hemorrhage was 


considerable, but easily controlled by hot water. The neck 
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of the uterus was very large, resembling somewhat a tomato. 
I did not find it necessary to use the uterine tourniquet in 
either case, having prepared the patient by free use of hot 
water vaginal injections. The sutures were removed on the 
eighth day, and the line of union found complete The ero- 
sion in this case, as in the others, had entirely disappeared ; 
and the neck was reduced in size fully one half, was perfectly 
soft and pliable, and within ten days from the removal of the 
sutures all tenderness had disappeared. The retroflexion was 
reduced at the time of the operation, but subsequently at the 
next period recurred, and the pain in the left side also re 
turned, but not so severely. She menstruated on the 30th, 
and had comparatively an easy time. The menses returned 
the second time on the 28th of July, with no pain and little 
disturbance of any kind, lasting five days 

The operation for lacerated perineum was performed on the 
6th of August; Drs. Dashiell, Collins and Taylor assisting, 
and present also Drs. Brannock, Jones and Hubbard I! pared 


the posterior vaginal wall well 


ip to the top ol the rectocele, 


and bringing down the lower edge of the cut surface with 
the top suture to the edge of the vulva, as practiced by Dr. 
Ikmmet, to give a firm long perineum, and also with the effect 
of reducing the retroflexion, as in the last case. The wire 
sutures were removed on the 14th of August, and the union 
was found complete and firm. This last operation healed 
with very little suppuration [he patient at this date (26th) 
is doing well, and will return home in a few weeks entirely 
restored to health, and without the necessity of a pessary for 
the retroflexion. 

Remarks.—The importance of these operations in this class 
of cases can not be overrated, and I am sure that this patho 
logical condition as a cause of uterine disease is much more 
frequent than we are aware of. 1 have found in the last six 
months no less than eleven women, who have borne one or 
more children, who are now suffering with chronic uterine 


disease, and all of them have laceration of the perineum 


unmistakably and decidedly; and each one shows the sub- 
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jective and objective symptoms of lacerated cervix in some 


degree, varying in the several cases. Some of the fissures 
are bilateral, some lateral, and one through the posterior lip, 
involving the vagina, and resulting in irreducible retroversion 
of the womb on account of contracted cicatrix in the cal 
de sac; another whose uterine neck is completely protruded 
through the vulva; another with the perineal laceration en 
tirely through the sphincter ani, leaving only the recto-vaginal 
wall, with bifid laceration of neck of the uterus. Dr. Emmet 
is certainly entitled to great credit for directing professional 
attention to this lesion, and also for instituting a compara 
tively harmless operation for its cure, and the complete and 
only means of the removal of its sad effects upon women 

In every one of these cases above mentioned there have 
been the clearly described effects of malnutrition well defined 
And I fully believe that in these operations, properly chosen 
and performed, we have the means of giving relief to hun 
dreds of suffering women, who were heretofore considered 
beyond the pale of medical skill. I can look back over my 
short professional life, and am sure that a considerable num-

ber of my failures in this line of practice has been due to the 


fact that I knew nothing of this mode of treatment of this 
pathological condition; although I have, with others, been 
sewing up lacerated perinea for years—imperfectly, it is true, 
compared with Ikmmet’s operation—but my mind has not 
been heretofore directed to the leading pathological condition 
(that of the cervix), fraught with such direct and indirect 
effects upon the health of child-bearing women 

I have several other cases of this kind to operate on soon, 
and will give to your readers an account of them through 


your valuable journal

}ACK I 
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FATAL RESULT OF CHLORAL POISONING 


On the eighth of May last, about three o'clock in the after 
noon, Dr. D. of this city—a most excellent practitioner—was 
called to see Mrs. K., a stout and healthy-looking woman, 
pregnant seven months, the mother of four children. He 
found her threatened with premature labor; the pains were 
moderately severe, and there was slight dilatation of the os. 
He prescribed fifteen grains of chloral every fifteen minutes, 
until she had taken four doses. As the pains continued and 
sleep was not induced, in fifteen minutes after he had admin 


tered the last dose he gave her twenty grains—making eighty 


grains in all. Ina few minutes she was asleep, and he went 
to his office. About two hours later he visited her and found 
her in the following condition:—Pulse 150, small, weak and 


compressible, and almost imperceptible; respirations about 


ten per minute, inspiration occupied about one second, and 


expiration four or five seconds. She breathed through her 
mouth, it being wide open. Breathing was stertorous. She 
could be roused slightly by speaking loud to her, or by pinch 
ing up the skin, but she would immediately sink into a pro 
found stupor. Her pupils were very slightly contracted and 
fixed, and would not respond when a bright light was brought 
near the eyes Her skin was of a dark bluish or purplish 
color, more marked in the cheeks and around the eyes than 
elsewhere. There was a bruit heard over the heart and along 
the ascending aorta, very indistinct 


I was sent for to see her in consultation with Dr. D., and 
found her in the condition as described above. We immedi- 
ately injected ,45 of a grain of atropia hypodermically, which 
in fifteen minutes; we also gave her strong coffee

freely, and endeavored to keep her awake by speaking loud 


to her, and by having her walked across the room occasion 


ally About one hour after I first saw her we injected hypo 
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dermically 35 of a grain of strychnia. Electricity was also 
resorted to, but without any apparent benefit. A drachm of 
whisky was injected hypodermically every half hour during 
the succeeding twelve hours. We also administered two and 
a half grains of carbonate of ammonium every thirty minutes. 
Sinapisms were applied over her spine and to her limbs, and 
bottles filled with hot water to her body. 

At seven o'clock p. M. she was unconscious and insensible. 
She could be pinched or slapped, or her conjunctiva touched 
with the finger, without arousing her. In fact she was as pro 
foundly anesthetized as she could have been with chloroform ; 
and in this unconscious and insensible condition she remained 
through the night. At ten o'clock p. M. respirations five per 
minute, breathing stertorous and through the mouth, expira 
tions four or five times as long as inspiration. Loud rattling 
sound in her throat like coarse subcrepitant rales. A frothy 
matter exuded from her nostrils constantly—a pint or two— 
similar in character to that which oozes from the mouth and 
nose of dead persons a few hours after death Pulse 160, 
small, weak and almost imperceptible. Skin cool—the pur 
plish color rather more marked; the capillary circulation very 
sluggish. 

At midnight there was slight improvement in some of the 
symptoms; pulse 145 or 150, respirations ten or eleven per 
minute, breathing stertorous, and she remained insensible and 
unconscious. 

At three o'clock A. M. on the oth instant, the pulse was 140, 
still very weak; respirations eighteen or nineteen per minute 
Breathing stertorous, and through a wide open mouth. No 
change in the color of the skin. Temperature, 103° Fahr. 
At five o'clock a. mM. her condition was unchanged, excepting 
respirations were more frequent. At seven o’clock a. M. she 
presented some indications of consciousness; other symptoms 
much the same. 

At eight o’clock a. m. labor pains set in. She would bear 
down when she had a pain; breech presentation. Labor pro- 
gressed rapidly, and terminated in an hour: child born dead. 
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The placenta came away without any difficulty, and the womb 
contracted firmly. There was very little blood lost. Temper 
ature immediately after confinement, 101 14° F.; respirations 
twenty three per minute; breathing slightly stertorous, and 
through the mouth; inspiration short, expiration prolonged. 
Pulse 120, small, weak and compressible. Color of skin un- 
changed. She is more conscious and sensible; says she slept

OIL OF TURPENTINE IN SOME FORMS OF PARALYSIS 
Y J. B. GROVE, M. D. 


Scientific medicine seems to be in the midst of an unusually 
rapid advancement in the art of pharmacy and therapeutics; 
and especially is this true with reference to the discovery of 
new and heretofore scarcely recognized remedies, and the 
invention of new and complicated compounds. But is there 
not some reason to fear that, in our eager zeal to find some 
thing better, we may neglect or lose sight of that which we 


have long known to be good? In order that I may, to some 


extent, be instrumental in saving from oblivion a very old and 
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a very common remedy, I will give a brief history of four 
cases that came under my personal observation. 

Case I. In 1856, while resident physician of the Yuba 
County Hospital at Marysville, California, I had under my 
care a case of paraplegia, which had been in the hospital for 
three years; and during all of that time the lower half of 
the body had been completely paralyzed, and the upper half 
nearly in the same condition. He had been treated by my 
predecessors with all the approved remedies recommended in 
such cases, but had received no benefit from the treatment. 


I could not obtain a 


iy correct information in regard to the 
history of his case previous to his admission into the hospital 
I made the followi 4 prescription:

cated in Marshall, Saline county, Mis 


Grand Atwood, the attending physician, to see a gentleman 
by the name of Parsons, aged sixty years, who had been 
afflicted with paraplegia for eighteen months. He had been 
treated by a number of different physicians, and had con 
sulted one or more of the most eminent physicians in St. 
Louis, but had derived no benefit whatever from the pre- 
scribed treatment. I made the same prescription that I had 
used in the other case. In less than a week he could move 
his toes, and in less than six months he was able to walk and 
attend to business as well as he could before the attack. In 
these two cases the above prescription was the only medicine 
used. No unpleasant effects resulted in either case from the 


use of the remedy. 
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Case III. In August, 1878, I was called to see Mr. EI- 
wood Reynolds, of this city, who at the time was partially 
paralyzed, and in a few days became almost entirely so. 
Voluntary use of the lower extremities was completely lost. 
One side of the upper half of the body the same, and partial 
paralysis of the other side. For several weeks he suffered 
with high fever and severe pain. A very large carbuncle 
made its appearance under the right scapula, which added to 
the danger othe:wise impending. His general condition was 
so precarious, that I deemed it inexpedient to give the tur- 
pentine. During the acute stage the treatment consisted of 
purgatives, aconite, quinia and chloral; the latter had to be 
used freely, to procure sleep and relieve pain. When the 
‘-arbuncle commenced sloughing, the discharge of pus was 
very profuse, which rendered a supporting plan of treatment 
absolutely necessary to prevent death from exhaustion. As 
soon as the sloughing process was completed, his general 
health, which had been impaired for several years, began to 
improve, and in the course of a few years he felt better than 
he had for years; but the paralytic condition still continued 
I now commenced the use of the oil of turpentine, and it was 
but a short time till a very marked improvement was apparent. 
He continued to improve for several months, when the tur 
pentine disturbed the stomach and had to be suspended. | 
then used galvanism and strychnia, but as no perceptible good 
resulted they were discontinued. I have tried the turpentine 
since, in doses varying from twenty, down to five drops three 
times a day, but it seems that he can not or will not tolerate 
it. His general health is good. He eats well and sleeps well, 
has gained thirty pounds in weight, and can walk tolerably 
well with a little assistance. 

Case IV. In March, 1879, I visited Mr. Alfred Blessing, a 
farmer, living seven miles from the city, in consultation with 
Drs. A. J. Banker and F. D. Norton. On examination found 
the lower half of the body completely paralyzed, and one side 
of the upper half nearly in the same condition, and the other 


side also partially paralyzed. From Dr. Norton, his attending 
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physician, I learned that his health had not been good for 
several weeks; that he had been complaining of fugitive pains 
in different parts of the body, but principally confined to the 
tower extremities. The loss of voluntary motion came on 
gradually [he high temperature, fever, and intense pain 
present, indicated to my mind active neuritis. There was but 
little impairment of the intellect, which led me to think the 
brain was not seriously involved. I suggested the oil of tur 
pentine and hydrate of chloral, which were given. The latter 
seemed to act badly, and was discontinued after a few doses 
had been taken, and hypodermic injections of morphia and 
atropia used instead of it. The dose of the turpentine was 
reduced from thirty drops (the dose first prescribed) to twenty 
drops three times a day, and was continued for four or five 
weeks. In the course of a week improvement was plainly 
manifest, and by the first of July he was able to walk He 
has been getting better ever since, and is now able to get 
around about as well as he could before the attack. The 
right arm is not quite well yet, a little impairment of motion 
remaining. His general health is excellent. 

I give these cases for what they are worth. I have en 
deavored to state plain and simple facts, without any attempt 
to elaborate. I trust that other physicians, having similar 
cases in charge, will give the remedy a fair trial and report 


results.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE—OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Lonpon, November 15, 1879. 


My DEAR YANDELI The medical schools have opened most 
successfully, the entry being unusually large. The explanation of 
this is that we are passing through a period of great depression. 


The apology for a summer has ruined lots of our farmers: com 
merce is depressed partly from overstocking the markets, partly 
from want of confidence in our harlequin government, nobody 
knowing what dangerous prank they may play off next. Conse 
quently a large number of youths have thrown in their lot with 
medicine, who would otherwise have become agriculturists or 
traders. Whether this year’s entry will turn out a success or a 
tailure ultimately from this accession of youths who have not been 
brought up to regard medicine as their lot in life, it will be inter 
esting to know. The different lecturers who delivered the opening 
addresses seem to have borne this new element in mind in the 
excellent advice they tendered the new comers. Dr. Coupland, at 
the Middlesex Hospital, in his address laid much stress on earnest 
ness in study, and told his hearers very distinctly that if they could 
not throw themselves heart and soul into the work, they had better 
abandon medicine and take to some other kind of existence. How 
many of this year’s entry will be found missing next year, if com 
merce looks up in the meantime, it will be hard to say; but I ven 
ture to think the proportion will be large. By the time that they 
have begun to be on pretty familiar terms with the bones of the 
wrist a good many of them will think a ledger not so very objec- 
tionable after all, nor the legs of a high stool as deterrent as they 
may appear at the present time. But, however, we will see if we 
only wait 

\t University College Hospital, the introductory address was 
delivered by Mr. Thane, the Professor of Anatomy; with a well 
justified pride in the little hospital, with its illustrious school, Mr. 
Thane reviewed its past history. Sir Charles Bell delivered the 
first lecture.

first systematic course of clinical lectures was delivered here by 
Robert Liston. The offices of dresser, clinical clerk, and house 
surgeon, were thrown open to the students, to be gained by merit 
not by payment, as had universally been the case before. The 
influence exercised upon medicine by the teaching of University 
College Hospital during the half century of its existence, has sim- 
ply been profound; and every improvement in medical teaching 
has been in a great degree the result of the example set by the 
little college in Gower Square. I know how thorough is your per- 
sonal admiration for the little place, and feel sure you will like to 
see its history made more known. It will, perhaps, be news to 
many of your readers that the amount of hard money given to this 
hospital, by its medical staff sacrificing their fees, amounts to no 
less a sum than two hundred thousand dollars. Consequently the 
medical staff are a power in the hospital, which has operated most 
usefully for good both to the place and the students. It is said, 
however, that University College no longer keeps so clearly ahead 
of other medical schools in the production of prizemen, but that is 
not in any way due to an inferior material or impairment in the 
teaching: of old, men often beyond the ordinary student age gave 
extra time to their studies, and therefore beat the other competitors 
who had only undergone the usual course of study. Be that as it 
may, all must acknowledge the prominence of University College 
Hospital in the teaching of medicine. 

In the Practitioner is an article on Hysteria in Boys, by Dr. Wil 
liam Roberts, of Manchester; a subject on which little is known, 
but which is of deep interest. He does not bring forward the sub 
ject as a new one, but to enforce the knowledge of the fact that is 
oft forgotten, ‘‘that hysteria is neither a disease of a particular 
organ nor of one sex. A _ hysteric, whether male or female, is 
essentially a performer, and, like other performers, must have an 
audience. The most inveterate hystero-epileptic was never found 
in a solitary place, where she was safe from being seen or heard. 
You may say that had not men and women been gregarious, the 
race would never have been afflicted with hysteria.” 

He continues ‘*T shall make no comment on these cases, but 
I should like to say a word about the name hysteria. It is one of 
the most ancient in nosology; it has penetrated into every civilized 


language, it has passed into common parlance; everybody grumbles 
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The increasing amount of disease and disorder of the nervous 
system at the present time lends a special value to these observa 
tions given above 

Ihe subject of color blindness, especially in regard to railway 


men, as engine-drivers and others, is attracting attention here in 


g 
relation to railway accidents. Mr. Herbert Page, of St. Mary’s 
Hospital, and Surgeon to the Southern Section of the London and 
Northwestern Railway Company, has given much attention to the 
subject He is very much inclined to hold that the test adopted 
usually, viz., Holmgsen’s skeins, is insufficient; and because un 
educated and unlearned men can not sort these skeins, is to his 
mind the very poorest evidence of their being color blind. In one 
case he spent thirty-five minutes over one man, who, if he had been 


} 


left to himself with the worsteds, would probably have been set down 
as color blind. ‘‘ Investigators seem agreed that color blindness is 
much less frequent among women Why? Because from the1 
youngest days women have ‘had to do’ with colors in the petty 
adornments of millinery and dress; and it is only from the lack of 
the same opportunities of cultivating it that men’s sense of color is 
inferior to theirs The London and Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany has instituted annual examinations by inspectors of all its 
engine-drivers, as to sight and color blindness. One man had 
been an engine-driver for many years who was found to be ‘‘red 
green” blind; and after he was discharged from his place admitted 
he was perfectly unable to distinguish these two colors. Just fancy 
how many a narrow shave oft an accident must have occurred 
during this man’s term of office as an engine-driver. 

Mr. Page declares himself as decidedly skeptical about the re- 
sults of those examinations, where hundreds of people are exam 
ined in a short space of time; holding that much time and care 
are requisite for proper and sufficient examination; and after such 
examination it will be found that ‘‘true color blindness, as Dalton 
has it, is but very rarely to be found among males in this country.” 
Of the vital necessity for searching examination of the sight in 
railway servants and in sailors, no one can hold a doubt. 

The profession have recently been perturbed by a very clever 
gentleman, who may show himself on your side of the water 


possibly, after he has made it too hot for himself here. He is 


a good-looking gentlemanly-mannered German, who 


gets up a 
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man’s books and their contents, and calls and talks about them. 
This very naturally throws a man off his guard, and then when the 
vanity so flattered has laid the judgment asleep, a tale is artlessly 
introduced of his satchel—containing his money, his letters of 
credit, even his very visiting cards—being stolen by some of the 
crowd who rushed on board the Hamburg steamer when she 
reached the docks in the Thames. His holiday is thus wasted; 
he has no money to telegraph to his bankers, or to pursue his 
journey to Oxford, where he is anxious to read in the Bodleian: it 
is this, not the mere money loss, which ts the trouble of ‘‘ Dr 
Pheth, of la Charité, Berlin Of course he gets a loan— who 
could refuse a gentleman so distressed ?—and disappears. A series 
of letters in ‘*The Times” testify to his skill in allaying the sus 
picions of his victims; but the police are on his trail, and the 


treadmill looms up before him pretty ¢ learly 
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‘‘Nevertheless, it suffices it was demonstrated that music 
would act as an excitant to the genital sense, so that we think 
ourselves authorized to conclude that it may be considered 
one of the causes explaining the precocious puberty observed 
in girls of rich families.” 

The second and third chapters—Instruments used in exami 
nations, Surgical instruments and appliances—contain numer 
ous illustrations and are excellent. So, too, the fourth and 
fifth chapters are exceedingly valuable, though really, if we 
had time, we would dispute the following assertion, found on 
page 81:—‘‘Inflammation of the uterine body never occurs 
except after parturition. 

In the sixth chapter, entitled Principles of general treat- 
ment, among other topics considered is that of the influence 
of the mind over the body, and few pages in the book will be 


found as interesting or as valuable as those devoted to it. 


On page 95, the author states that for years past he has 
abandoned the use of the hypodermic syringe; and again on 
page 280, that he fears the inventor of this method ‘‘has 
given a curse to the human race instead of a blessing.’ But 
is not this ing to the oppo ite extreme? Because there is 
abuse of the hypodermic method, must it be abandoned?

This view 
seems to merit scarcely more than a passing remark. It is

now well known that the contents of a distended uterus never 
pass into the peritoneal cavity, unless by rupture of the organ 
itself, or of the uterine portion of the tube which may have

become dilated..’’ Now, if any one of our readers will take 
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the trouble to read Bernutz’s article upon Hématocele Utérine,* 
we think he will find Dr. Emmet in part mistaken as to the 
teaching of this admirable observer, and also mistaken in the 
assertion that it is impossible for blood to flow from the uterus 
into the peritoneal cavity through an unruptured oviduct. So 
too, he may be enlightened upon the latter point by referring 
to Chapter XXI in Barnes.+ Is not Dr. Emmet mistaken, 
too, in his definition of hamatocele? Is there at least an 
intra-peritoneal hamatocele without the effused blood has 
been encysted ? 

The thirteenth chapter, entitled Diseases of the pelvic cellu 
lar tissue, occupies some thirty-three pages; and in this chap- 
ter is included also inflammation of the pelvic peritoneum. 
Dr. E. declares his inability to diagnose between inflammation 
of the pelvic peritoneal and of the pelvic connective tissue. 
Nay, he asserts that ‘‘pelvic peritonitis can not exist alone, 
but must rapidly involve the cellular tissue invested by it.”’ 
Now, any one who has studied the writings of Bernutz,} and 
believes his researches, will not accept this statement So, 
too, after studying the admirable article upon Périfonite,$ by 
Siredey and Dulos, the reader wil! find reason to doubt the 
importance and prominence given by Dr. E. to cellulitis as cel- 
lulitis, but name the inflammation peritonitis. Courty states 
positively that any considerable inflammatory tumor of the 
pelvis, autopsies have demonstrated has always resulted from 
an inflammation, more or less extensive, of the peritoneum. 
Aran found, so common is pelvi-peritonitis in woman, that 
fifty-five out of a hundred present post mortem evidences, in 
peritoneal adhesions, of having suffered at some time in their 
lives with this form of inflammation. 

Dr. EK. might have cut the Gordian knot of diagnosis be- 
tween pelvi peritonitis and pelvi-cellulitis, by doing as Courty 


has done, calling these manifestations of disease peri-uterine

into the clinical history, the prognosis and the treatment of 

1 acute pelvic inflammation. 

In a previous chapter, Dr. Emmet mentions a case of men- 
strual retention from acquired atresia, where (p. 216) he freely 
washed out the uterus with tepid water, after having evacu 
ated the uterine accumulations; and states, in a foot-note, 

/ that he has been unable to find that any operator previous to 


this date (June, 1864) had pursued such practice. In a former 
number of the American Practitioner, we called attention to 
the fact that Recamier had advised this practice, and that it 
had been tried, with a fatal result, by Maisonneuve in 1862. 
In the chapter upon uterine inversion, the etiology of this 


displacement is very briefly and imperfectly considered. Dr. 





; Emmet justly rejects the notion that inversion always results 
from traction upon the cord—a notion that certainly no intel 
ligent physician holds; and this rejection he bases upon the 





fact that the accident would be a more common one from the 
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frequent pulling upon the cord ‘‘by all the old women in and 
out of the profession.”’ 


Immediately after this he turns abruptly from inversion in 


child birth to non-puerperal inversion, giving Schroeder's ex- 
planation of inversion from a tumor at the fundus. So far as

In the present volume, the author places before the reader 
‘‘the result of many years of experience in hospital as well 
as in private practice therefore, the subject-matter is not 
theoretical, but written from a clinical stand point 

Four-fifths of the contents of the book relate to dyspepsia, 
and it is well that it is so, for more than four-fifths of the dis 
eases of the stomach which afflict man are of a dyspeptic 
nature 

[he forms of dyspepsia are treated under the several heads 
of atonic, congestive, inflammatory, hepatic, rheumatic and 
gouty, dyspepsia connected with disease of the kidney; these 
varieties affecting the mucous membrane and its secretions. 
Then are considered dyspepsia from mechanical interference 
with muscular movements of the stomach, nervous or sympa 
thetic dyspepsia, fermentation of, or chemical change in the 
contents of the stomach as a cause of dyspepsia, and duo- 
denal dyspepsia 

Chapter XIV, on sympathetic dyspepsia, is one of the most 
valuable in the book. The author truly says that ‘‘ perhaps 
the most important form of sympathetic disturbance of the 
stomach is that connected with disease of the brain; and the 
consideration of this is the more necessary, because in such 


cases the true nature of the malady is often overlooked. 
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There are some peculiarities, however, which serve to dis- 
tinguish this form of malady; in one class the subjects are 
young, of an active mind, intelligent and precocious. There 
may be some headache, and temporary disturbance of vision, 
grinding of the teeth, disturbed nights and restless activity of 
mind during the day, and without any apparent cause vomit- 
ing is set up and the illness is regarded as a ‘bilious attack,’ 
which is the most serious mistake that could be made, for the 
sole attention is then directed to the stomach and the liver; 
the nature of the malady is overlooked, and the treatment 
misdirected. In the diagnosis of these cases, where irritation 
of the brain is the cause, the head is hot, the pupils generally 
small, the tongue clean, the abdomen contracted, and the 
bowels confined.”’ 

Again, disease of the lungs, especially of a tubercular na- 
ture, by the implication of peripheral branches of the pneu- 
mogastric, causes reflex disturbance of the stomach. This 
may be observed in delicate strumous subjects, and although 
there may be no cough, physical examination may show that 
the apices of the lungs are diseased. 

The chapters on ulceration of the stomach and cancerous 
disease of the stomach, deal concisely and yet sufficiently of 


their diagnosis and treatment.

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Clinic of the Month 
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[TREATMENT OF ENTERIC FEVER.—lIn Vol. LX, St. Thomas’s 
Hospital Reports, just issued, we find the following résumé of 
the treatment of seventy-one cases of enteric fever, in which 
the death-rate was I1.1 per cent 

On examining the bed-tickets of the seventy-one patients it 


is found that in by far the great majority of cases the treat- 


ment adopted has been expectant. Asa rule the following 
course has been adopted [he patient has been bathed 


(washed) on admission, and then kept perfectly quiet in bed 
till about the tenth day after the temperature has sunk to 
normal For the most part the diet has consisted of milk, 
beef tea, occasional eggs, with alcoholic stimulants when 
indicated by the constitutional state. The medicines ordered 


] 


were either salines, effervescing or otherwise, or the mineral 
acids Thus, it may be stated, that in no case has any treat 
ment been adopted which would have for its object the arrest 
of the fever,—in other words, no methods of relief were pre- 
scribed as specifics; for although salicylate of soda and quinia 
were given in one or two cases, they were used for the control 
of hyperpyrexia; and in the same category must be placed 
the graduated bath The medicines most frequently ordered 
have been the dilute hydrochloric acid, effervescent citrate of 
potass, and preparations of ammonia. 

In order to reduce hyperpyrexia, the graduated bath was 
administered in ten cases. [his subject is treated in a sepa 
rate paper by Dr. Ord, in which he says: 

To sum up the general results of observation and reflection, 
the following propositions may be laid down: that the gradu- 
ated bath, reduced, during a period of from twenty minutes 


to thirty minutes, from between go and 100 to between 70 
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and 60° Fahr., is a powerful agent in the reduction of febrile 
temperatures; that in enteric fever it is most efficient and 
most safely applied early in the disease; that it is not contra 
indicated by intestinal, cerebral or pulmonary complications, 
but on the contrary distinctly tends to check them; that it is 
contra-indicated by excessive feebleness or rapidity of the 
pulse, or by great exhaustion ; that it is desirable in many cases 
of intense fever to use the bath more than once; in fact, to 
repeat it so long as the fever is unchecked, but not to repeat 
it at shorter intervals than twelve hours, an apparent revival 
of the temperature often subsiding after such a period. And 
I am of opinion that the systematic use of this kind of bath 
as early as the seventh or eighth day of fever is likely to con 
tribute importantly to the reduction of the mortality from 
enteric fever in hospitals 

As regards the treatment of diarrhea, no astringent or other 
remedies were prescribed so long as the purging was not se 
vere; but any case in which there were passed three or more 
loose motions per diem was treated with special remedies 

In the treatment of urgent diarrhea sulphuric acid was fre 
quently prescribed, often in conjunction with opium, or opium 
and its preparations were given by themselves. In children 
vegetable astringents were used, such as catechu, hematox- 
ylin, etc. When the purging became severe, and a remedy 
was required which should act in a short space of time, ene 
mata with opium, or morphia suppositories (gr. %) were used. 
Occasionally the tincture of assafetida was added to an enema 
if there was much distension of large intestine. Hemorrhage 
was mostly treated with ice bag to the abdomen, and either 
morphia or opium by some of the physicians, or spirit of 
turpentine by others. This last remedy, by results, would 
appear to have been most efficacious. Ergot was given in 
three cases. The guide to the seat of application of the 
ice-bag has been the situation of pain and tenderness. The 
ice-bag was not invariably ordered when hemorrhage was 


suspected or showed itself, and when it was applied some 


astringent was also administered 
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In perforation or peritonitis opium was mainly trusted to, 
and was given in large and continued doses. In one case it 
had a markedly beneficial effect upon hiccup which was caus- 
ing great distress. Vomiting, if it became severe, was met 
by ice, effervescing salines, the subnitrate of bismuth, hydro- 
cyanic acid, and rarely liq. strychnia. In one case the vomit- 
ing was arrested by an addition to diet. 

Delirium and sleeplessness were treated with chloral in four 
cases. Opium was the general remedy, and occasionally bro- 
mide of potassium was prescribed, either by itself in large 
doses (gr. xx), or in combination with other drugs. Further, 
although the prime reason for ordering a graduated bath was 
the high temperature, the bath was nevertheless a very suc- 
cessful remedy in controlling delirium. 

Constipation was combated in the great majority of cases 
by enemata, either simple ones of gruel, or with castor oil 
thrown in. The rule has been to give one every second or 
third day if the bowels were very obstinate, but not so fre- 
quently if no discomfort. Laxatives were rarely given, and 
only towards the end of the fever. They consisted of castor 
oil in drachm or two drachm doses, or of preparations of 
senna. 

Quinia was given in three cases in large doses with a view 
to the reduction of temperature, but only with slight tem- 
porary benefit. To two of the above patients salicylate of 
soda was given after the quinia had partly failed. Finally, in 
a fair minority of patients, no medicine was prescribed at all, 
the only remedy on the bed ticket being an occasional simple 
enema. 

As regards alcohol, the diet columns show that twenty six, 
or over one-third, patients received no alcoholic stimulant 
whatever, or some only during convalescence. Of the re- 
maining forty patients, thirty-three were ordered stimulants 
during their first week’s residence, and seven only during the 
second week—in other words, when the fever was most severe. 
The quantity varied from one glass of wine to eight ounces 
per diem, and in one case to eight ounces of brandy. 
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TatrooinGc or Navi.*—On February 13, 1877, at a meeting 
of the New York Dermatological Society, I read a paper with 
the above title, —afterwards published in vol. iii, page 214, of 
the Archives of Dermatology,—giving accounts of successful 
operative procedures of this nature in a few cases. The pres 
ent paper and case I would wish to be regarded as supple- 
mentary only to the one published; the va/zona/e and method 
of treatment remain substantially unchanged 

Since the time mentioned the number of cases coming un- 
der my hands has, unfortunately, been very limited, and their 
nature and extent have rendered them very unpromising. | 
have, however, to present to this Association to-day a case in 
which the merits of the operation are fairly shown, and where 
the benefit has certainly been very great. It illustrates, too, 
various points, as to the necessarily long duration of treat 
ment, etc. 

Miss E. L. came to my office September, 1877, with a nevus 
of a dark claret color—the orthodox port wine stain — which 
involved the whole chin, extending as it did from a line trans 
versely across the face, occupying the whole of the vermilion 
border of lower lip and extending on each side nearly as far 
as the course of the facial artery in that part of the face. 
The inferior aspect of the chin was also involved to a nearly, 
but not quite, corresponding area. Like the majority of these 
deformities, it was not quite circular in outline, and of well 
defined figure; but there were peninsular prolongations run- 
ning out here and there, also on center of the left cheek a 
well defined dark stain about an inch (rather more than less) 
in diameter, the remnants of which may yet be faintly seen. 

These marks, loud colored and obtrusive as they were, on a 
face otherwise prepossessing, were naturally a source of great 
annoyance to her, and she had also found them of pecuniary 
injury in the following manner:—having been reduced from 
comparative affluence to be obliged to accept a position as 
saleswoman in a dry goods store, her unfortunate blemish was

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the cause of her removal, owing to lady customers, having 
somewhat natural fears in the matter, who had remonstrated. 
So, greatly to her own and her employer's regret, she was 
forced to leave that position. I leave the members to judge 
if that would be possible now, always conceding, however, 
that at best some slight blemish will remain. 

he patient, during the eighteen months subsequent to Sep 
tember, 1877, has been tattooed over the whole surface (with 
exception of a spot on the cheek, cured in one operation) 
twice, at intervals of months, once with chromic, once with 
carbolic acid, dilute; other couple of times comparatively 
smaller areas of the worst remaining parts have been selected 
and operated upon [he last-operation was performed about 
seven months since. I have purposely postponed another, 
which I hope will be very effective, till October or November 
next, having wished to show the case before the Association, 
and also to take advantage of the cooler weather, which allows 
the collodion coating to remain on and exercise its contractile 
force longer when the perspiration from beneath is compara 
tively absent, also as being at such a time less obnoxious to 
the patient 

While, then, this mode of treatment is neither painless, 
instantaneous in results, nor, as I once claimed, never leaves 
a scar (it sometimes does—a small flattened one, as you may 
observe), I think it has advantages over all other methods 
with which I am at present acquainted. Certainly the method 
recommended by Mr. Balmanno Squire has been unsuccess 
ful, as far as I can learn, in the hands of those in New York 
who have tried it; and I see no further mention or com 
mendation of the subject from his or any other pen in the 
periodicals 

I have not changed my after treatment in any marked de 
gree, and still believe in the rationale of the application of the 
collodion coat over the freshly-perforated skin, for reasons 
given in the published article, to which reference has been 
made, and recapitulation of which I spare you. My styptic 


applications are the same as those named, and I would in all 
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instances recommend a tentatory or exploratory operation, 
with somewhat milder applications, as an index for testing the 
sensitiveness or idiosyncrasy of the patient. 

Up to the present time I have been using an instrument of 
home manufacture, but am now having made by Messrs. Tie- 
mann & Co. an instrument which will, as I believe, be neater, 
more effective, cause less pain, and be easily cleansed. 

One or two general remarks before closing. Ordinarily, I 
judge that in this manner, as in all others intended for the 
relief of navi, the difficulty, or at least the tediousness, of 
cure is in almost universal proportion to their size; the smaller 
nzvi, as in the case before us (the spot on the cheek), disap- 
pear often after one operation. Then, again, the well known 
great difference in sensitiveness of the different parts of the 
body must be taken into consideration. The slight scarring 
under the chin in this case was caused by the same strength 
of application that was applied without anything but benefit 
to the parts above. Nothing but some experience in this 
matter can guide. Parts that are pendulous and soft, as the 
lips, appear more difficult to operate on, from their resiliency, 
etc., and do not show so good a result relatively, caused, as I 
consider, by the comparatively ineffective compression from 
the collodion coating in these situations. I think the brow, 
would be the most favorable site for operation, all things 


being equal. (Archives of Dermatology, October, 1870.)

TIONS ON THE Moutru Anpd THroat.—Professor Annandale, 
Lancet, November 8, 1879, writes: 

Eighteen months ago, when removing the greater part of 
the lower jaw, including its symphysis, I tried the plan of 
allowing the patient's head to fall over the edge of the table 
Although the tongue immediately fell back toward the pos- 
terior wall of the pharynx after the attachments of the tongue 
to the jaw had been freely divided, the man’s breathing was 


perfectly easy—much more so than when the head was raised 


or lay level with the trunk. Before the patient left the theater 
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I demonstrated this fact several times to the students present, 
and thoroughly convinced them and myself of its correctness. 

The experience of this case led me to place the head in 
the same position in my next operation on the throat (thy- 
rotomy); and since then I have performed many operations 
in this way on the mouth and throat with complete success, 
and with great facility as regards the prevention of blood 
passing into the air passages, the obtaining a good view of the 
parts, and the carrying out of the necessary manipulations. 

Among the operations in which I have used this method 
have been, a second case of thyrotomy, two cases of tumor 
of the palate, one case of large epulis, and three cases of cleft 
palate. In all these operations I have been impressed with 
the advantages of this position of the head. Complete anes- 
thesia by means of chloroform, or a mixture of chloroform 
and ether, has been kept up without any inconvenience during 
the whole proceedings 

My present method of keeping the head in this position is 
to have it hanging over the end of the table and supported 
there by the hands of an assistant; but [ am having a little 
addition made to my operating table, which will allow the 


head to be supported in this position more efficiently 


Hor Warer As A Hemostatic IN SuRGERY.—The above ts 
the title of an article by Dr. Charles T. Hunter, in the Phila- 
delphia Medical Times, Nov. 22. After mentioning some of 
the causes of hemorrhage from wounds, and the routine treat 
ment of exposure of the wound to the cold air, repeated 
douches of very cold water, the application of the various 
styptics, he gives his experience with hot water in the Uni 
versity Hospital, and says: 

Probably in no class of cases is the superiority of hot water 
as a styptic over cold more marked than in those of threat 
ened shock, and exhaustion from hemorrhage, consequent on 
a prolonged and bloody operation. In such cases repeated 
drenchings of the wound with ice cold water for the purpose 
of checking parenchymatous hemorrhage have the effect of 
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lowering the bodily temperature, and, to an equal extent, 


weakening the natural recuperative powers. On the other 


hand, hot water not only acts more promptly as a hemostatic 
than cold, but likewise adds materially to the general temper- 
ature of the body, and thereby tends to ward off ‘‘the depres 
sant action of a serious operation 


When I first began to use this styptic I was exceedingly 


curious as to what might be the subsequent progress of 


wounds treated with it. I have been much gratified, how- 
ever, to find that serous oozing is increased in no appreciable 
degree, and that final union of wounds is not in the least 
retarded. The many advantages that hot water possesses as 
a hemostatic over the chemical styptics, so far as its influence 
on healing is concerned, will be sufficiently obvious to those 
who have had any practical experience in the use of these

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Dr. Lirrecy’s Memoir or THE LATE PRoFEssoR Woop. — 
The College of Physicians of Philadelphia very wisely selected 
S. Little, M. D., to prepare a memoir of the late George B. 
Wood. Dr. Wood, dying at eighty-two, after a laborious life 
left behind him monuments in his works, well known on 
each side of the Atlantic, and in his benefactions, to his 
memory that will not soon perish. But now we have in 
this sketch of fifty pages, by one of the best men, noblest 
physicians, and most graceful writers in the medical profes 
sion, one of the most valuable and delightful memoirs of 
medical men. All the old students of Dr. Wood—and where 
are they not in this vast country ?—will read this tribute with 
pleasure and cherish it with fidelity. We present a few ex 
tracts from the memoir. In 1835 Dr. Wood was elected to

Science, Literature, Philosophy and Theology are the great 
subjects of human study. Science is the knowledge of nature 
and of nature’s laws. Literature, including history, is the repre- 
sentation of man’s life; it tells his joys and sorrows, his aspira- 
tions and achievements, his victories and defeats, his glory 
and shame; it is ‘‘man’s autobiography.’’ Philosophy studies 
man’s psychical nature, both in its mental and moral mani 
festations ; it seeks to discover the relation he bears to the 
past and to the future, to nature and to the universe, and in 
its highest development brings the reflecting mind to believe 
in an ultimate unity, a great first cause, the fountain of all 
other causes, a power originant of them if not immanent in 


them. Theology discusses the being, 


attributes and _ provi 
dence of the Divine, the uncreated, the eternal, whose exist 
ence philosophy in its sublimest aspirations maintains, even 
if that existence be not one of the fundamental convictions of 
the human mind. 

Nevertheless, these divisions are in some degree arbitrary. 
For example, if there be a Divine Being, all-wise and all 
powerful, and nature his creation, his name will be recorded 
on its pages; and to the study of such record, the title of 
natural theology has been given. 

Moreover, man is a part of nature, made of the same mate- 
rial as countless other organisms, and subject to the same 
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general laws, so that the science of physical man is a part of 
the science of nature. A complete knowledge of man, there- 
fore, includes both science and philosophy 
[hat department of physical science which has for its ob 
‘ts the restoration from disease or injury, the preservation of 


human health and the prolongation of human life, is the queen 


of sciences, and in her royal right and in her grand work ac 
cept the s¢ 1¢ f her handmaids, anatomy, physiology, 
mist ind botany, and commands the obedient subtle 
10 ? nat 
And yet, if Medicine limits its knowledge to that of a mere 
machine, if its ultimate reason rests in the scalpel, retort, test 


tube and microscope, the whole of man’s nature is not com 
prehended. W inderstanding, reason, conscience, are as 


urely a part of the human being as muscle and bone, nerve 


ind vessel, liver and lung, brain and heart Knowledge of 
the intellectual, of the emotive, and of the moral nature of 
man, of their laws and manifestations, is just as essential to 
the thoroughly furnished physician as any knowledge of the 
merely material organism 


With the marvelous advance made during recent years in 


yme of the physical sciences, the light of their grand discov 
eries blazing about us, we are well-nigh blinded by the near 
and su n gio ind some distant objects that we once saw 
distinctly, ha iltogether faded, or have grown so dim and 


hadowy that in ‘‘the strife of aching vision’’ we scarcely 
»w what they are, where they are. Aristophanes, in one 
lays, ridiculing some of the philosophy of his day, 

ight that Vortex reigned in the place of Jupiter, and that 
three gods in whom belief should be reposed were Chaos, 

1¢ Clouds and the Tongue [wenty-three centuries had 
assed and Comte found the Jupiter in man; the 
itheosis of humanity was declared. Twenty-three centuries 


sed, and in some of the literature of the day, philo 


ophi ind scientific, there might be found reason to repeat 
th st of the Greek poet 
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The heavens here bright with new light; there dark with 
the disappearance of the old. We breathe an atmosphere ot 
doubt—at any rate, of anxious inquiry—and sometimes find 
our footsteps tottering and uncertain.'* Nay, sometimes we 
seem wrapped in the thick darkness of conflicting opinions, 
and like Ajax in the long night of strife pray most earnestly 
for the light of day. 

Science,? says one of its most distinguished American 
representatives, adopting the teaching of Lord Bacon, is the 
practical interrogation of nature. Let us interrogate medicine, 
discuss some of its philosophical problems, and see if it makes 


any response to most earnest questionings of the human 


soul 

At the very outset of our inquiries is, why does Medicine 
exist? What reason for it? It is born of human sympathy ; 
it springs from the wants of man, and is an evidence of human 
power; it lives because it can live—it has a right to live. 


Montaigne wittily remarked that he rode his horse, not that 
he knew that he had any such right—possibly the horse had 
a right to ride him—but because the horse let him. Doctors, 
however, do not practice physic because the people let them, 
but because the people want them, demand them. Medicine 
comes in response to the cry of human suffering—of man’s 
writhing with pain or starting back, in instinctive horror, from 


imminent death 


Pain is the first lesson in the book of evil which most 
human beings, at one time or another of their lives, read in 
such bitterness of sorrow. ‘‘The idea of evil is a generaliza 
tion from the perception of pain.’’? 

And here we are brought face to face with this problem of 
physical suffering, this mystery of pain. ‘‘ Pain expresses an 
ultimate fact of human consciousness, a primary experience 
of the human mind, resolvable into nothing more general or 
more fundamental than itself.’’* But why is this fact ? 

In reading John Stuart Mill,* one is almost tempted to 


believe that a worse than Nero is enthroned in nature, and is 
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inflicting cruelties upon the human race, with less reason than 
the mistress in Juvenal chastised her slave.*® 

Herbert Spencer’ rejects a Supreme Beneficence, because 
of the existence of suffering on the part of man and inferior 
creatures 


Among the reasons for the existence of pain, the most ob 
vious is that which the word itself signifies. Often, indeed, 
pain is punitive. Tracing the word to its Greek® derivation, 
we find that it originally meant blood-money, or compensation 
for the killing of a kinsman, while the Latin poexa simply 
expresses punishment. *® 

Undoubtedly, infractions of the laws of health or of virtue 
generally bring punishment, but not always or alone to the 
offender. Sometimes the wave of suffering widens, beafing 
innocent and guilty to a common ruin, or sweeps away only 
the innocent. 

Countless children bear in their bones and written upon 
their faces, the sins, often of their fathers, sometimes of their 
mothers. Many a pure wife walks a via dolorosa, made for 
her by a licentious husband. 

Pain is protective. This conservative power makes it one 
of the most efficient guardians of health. 

The diagnostic value of pain is very great. Pain not only 
warns the patient of the approach or the presence of disease, 
but also guides the physician to its recognition and in its 
treatment 

There are moral uses of pain. Pain in a discipline: Jeremy 
Taylor has declared with his characteristic eloquence, ‘‘ soft- 
ness is for slaves and beasts, for minstrels and useless persons, 
for such who can not ascend higher than the state of a fair ox, 
or a servant entertained for vainer offices; but the man who 
designs his son for nobler employments, to honors and to 
triumphs, to consular dignities and presidencies of councils, 
loves to see him pale with study, panting with labor, hard- 
ened with sufferance, or eminent by dangers.”’ 


An attack of sickness may lead to an entire reformation of 
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life. Then, too, what revelations of true nobleness, of all 


that is gentle and beautiful, unselfish and loving, have we wit 
nessed on the part of some who were called to endure most 
painful, yea loathsome, yea hopeless disease; and we were 
ready to exclaim— 


‘ How sublime a thing it is to suffer and be strong.” 


The Prometheus Vinctus is one of the grandest ideals of 
ancient mythology. 

One of the most distinguished of British scientific men, 
Professor Owen, has admirably"® depicted the beneficial sub- 
jective influence of suffering. 

So, too, in the sympathy that human suffering evokes, the 
skill, the kindness, the self-sacrifice, and the unwearied, ever 
watchful attention manifested for its relief, we see beneficial 
results. Take away, for example, those religious orders of 
women whose whole lives are consecrated to the care of the 
sick, women in regard to many a one of whom we might 
apply the words of Tennyson— 

‘ Her eyes are homes of silent prayer, 


H loves higher love endure 


and one of the brightest pages of human history is blotted 
out. Thus, too, of all other noble, self-sacrificing remedial 
agencies for the sick 

What divine beauty of life, making sunshine in a shady 
place, is manifested by wife or mother, sister or daughter, 
when the home is entered by disease. There is no gloom of 
suffering too dark for woman’s smile not to lessen, no depth 
of distress too profound for woman’s sympathy and helpful 
hand not to reach 

Mr. Mill thinks it quite a natural question, whether so com- 
plicated a machine as the human body could not have been 
made to last longer, and not get so easily out of order. Reef. 
erence will be made to the first part of the question hereafter, 
and the answer that most physicians would make to the 
second part would be, that considering the needless wear and 


tear, and the general ill-usage, either from ignorance or neg- 
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lect, these bodies get, it is wonderful they are not oftener out 
of order. Moreover, the experience of the vast majority of 
human beings testifies that so far as physical suffering is con- 
cerned, the good greatly overbalances the evil; days of health 
have been much more frequent than days of sickness. 

Even with the various utilities of pain, both direct and in 
direct, that have been mentioned, we still must refer to it as 
often a mystery; much is revealed, but much else is hidden. 
The different attempted solutions of this remaining mystery we 
omit, only quoting in concluding the topic the eloquent 
words, in reference to it, of a distinguished London surgeon, 
the late Mr. Hinton:" ‘‘A touch might transform it wholly. 
One flash of light from the unseen, one word spoken by 
God, might suffice to make the dark places bright, and wrap 
the sorrow-stricken heart of man in the wonder of an unutter- 
able glory.”’

And yet one thought more. Mr Jevons, at the close of 


a paragraph referring to the presence of pain, and the difficult 
reconciliation of the fact with the hypothesis of a creator all 
powerful and all-benevolent, remarks: ‘‘ We perpetually find 
ourselves in the position of finite minds attempting infinite 
problems, and can we be sure that where we see contradic- 
tion an infinite intelligence might not discover perfect logical 
harmony 

A similar view is found in these words of one of the most 


gifted poets of the century, Mrs. Browning 


Greater then the mystery of life, it has been well said, is 


the mystery of death to child and savage. Nay, it is one of 
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the greatest of mysteries unto all. But death is the law of all 
earthly existence. Lord Bacon has said that possibly it is as 
easy to die as to be born; certainly it is as natural; death is 
the necessary sequence of life—sequence, not consequence, 
for not death, but the continuance, the perpetuation of life 
is the purpose, the end of life. ‘‘The individual life is the 
continuation of anterior, and the fountain of ulterior lives.’’ 

Stahl, in the extraordinary powers with which he invested 
the Anima, making it the ruler and the governor of the body, 
has asked, since men can live for a time, why not always? 

While medicine has done much, and will do more to pro- 
long the average of human life, the perpetuation of the indi- 
vidual existence is as vain a hope as increasing the physical 
development to that of the fabled Titans. 

Storms on sea and on land, war, famine, pestilence, earth 
quakes, fire and flood, and the various so-called accidents on 
ship and on shore, have hurried millions to untimely graves. 
Even if none of these cut short human life, diseases in numer 
ous forms—coming to us from our ancestry, coming from 
without or developed from within, coming at every stage of 
life—bear to the great majority the accursed shears of Atropos, 
so that few live to reach the goal of old age ‘‘weary, way- 
worn and broken with the storms of life.” Fontenelle, dying 
at ninety-nine years, When asked what he experienced, replied, 
simply the difficulty of existing. 

To those who have thus had their days prolonged, death is 
inevitable from changes in the organism, degeneration of 
tissue rendering the performance of life’s functions impossible. 

It were a grievous thing if old men did not die, says Dr.

Maudsley, for in that sad case the world’s movement onward 
to where it is going would be very sluggish if it were not ac 
tually arrested. So, too, human longevity would violate that 
proportion established between the different stages of life in 
all the mammalia, or by the prolongation of the earlier stages 
in man would bring increased cares, casualties and liabilities 


to disease and death. It is not difficult, as Dr. Symonds has 
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stated, to discover in the limitation of our existence its fitness 
to our constitution, and to the universal frame of things. 

Life is sufficient for all its purposes if well employed, was 
the just observation of Dr. Johnson, ‘‘and what follower of 
medicine can forget that the immortal sage of Cos, by the 
example which he afforded in his well-spent life, disarmed his 
own antithesis of its woeful point,’’ o Siog Spayus, 4 de reyxvn 
waxpn.' 

But what is this man thus made subject to disease and 
death, man whose Misereres are the invocation of the physi- 
cian, and whose most grateful Ze Deums ascend when the 
physician's skill has restored health or rescued life ? 

If, to the poets," ‘‘one impulse from a vernal wood” has 
an important lesson ‘‘of moral evil and of good’’—and the" 
‘*flower:in the crannied wall’’ has the secret of man and of 
God—how much clearer revelation of high truths the proper 
study of man might make to physicians. 

Consider the very commencement of human life in the 
fecundated ovum. Behold a cell of yz}, of an inch in diam- 
eter, an ovum which neither chemistry nor the microscope 
can distinguish from the common mammalian ovum. And 
yet, in that human ovum there dwell physical potentialities, 
species, race, family, individuality; in that ovum there is the 
assured promise of all organs that in their harmony and co 
ordination, make a perfect organism. In every living germ, 
said the great French physiologist, Claude Bernard, there is 
a directing idea which is developed and manifested by the 
organization. One by whom some of us were instructed in 
our student days, the late Dr. Samuel Jackson, of the Uni 
versity of Pennsylvania, in'* eloquent terms, declared that 
the ideal plan of the universe, in the minute as in the vast, for 
each individual as for the whole, must have preéxisted to the 
creation in the Divine mind. Does not this correspond with 
the teaching of Plato who made the causes of things an effi- 
cient architect, ideas and matter? But before Plato, the voice 
of one of earth’s most famous kings bowing before the throne 
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of the Author of existence, declared, ‘‘ My substance was not 


hid from thee, when I was made in secret, and curiously 
wrought in the lowest parts of the earth. Thine eyes did see 
my substance, yet being imperfect; and in thy book all my 
members were written, which, in continuance, were fashioned 
when as yet there was none of them 

The facts of heredity are equally inexplicable without the 
recognition of ‘‘a causal incarnation in the germ,” of a direct- 
ing idea making itself manifest through matter. Physical and 
chemical forces, molecular play of organic matter can not 
explain the transmission of physical, intellectual and moral 
qualities from parent to child; they can not explain the 


slumbering 


g, it may be through one or more generations, of 


these distinctive qualities, to reappear in subsequent ones. 
They are dumb before what has been termed the heredity 
of influence.” 

It is remarkable, too, in the study of heredity * that moral 
qualities are transmitted with more certainty than intellectual. 

Pathological heredity presents facts of the greatest interest. 
Thus we find disease transmitted from one or the other par- 
ent to the offspring, and this disease may show itself in the 
child before it does in the father or the mother. In illustra 
tion, a daughter dies of cancer, and subsequently the mother 
dies of cancer affecting the same or another organ. Or, again; 
the malady may date back to a grand-parent, a father or 
mother giving to children that of which he or she presented 
not the slightest manifestation during a long life. 

Then, too, one of the most surprising facts is pointed out 
by Professor Chauffard, that of all the maladies which proceed 
from immediate progenitors, or having affected anterior gen- 
erations, may be transmitted by a second generation, those 
which are the most certain of continuance, the most inevitable, 
are not those involving structural changes, not cancer or 
tubercle for example, but the wewroses, such as hysteria and 
epilepsy, diseases that present no appreciable oryanic altera- 


tion. What can chemistry say before such facts, and do they 
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not testify that the most material element is lost in these 
transmissions, the more the directing and final idea prevails? 

I will not wait to speak of the evolution of the various parts 
of the organism—of the swift and perfect formation of a brain 
where no thought can yet dwell—of the eye constructed 
where there is no light—of the ear where there is no sound, 
and of lungs where pulmonary respiration is impossible; all 
these and more marvels of ingenious and harmonious con- 
struction accomplished in a few months by the power of a 
single cell and from a single fluid. I speak not of the wonder- 
ful accommodation and adaptation on the part of the maternal 
organism for its high office—adaptation and accommodation 
so wonderful, indeed, that the * greatest of living obstetricians 
has spoken of them as a miracle. 

Nor shall I speak of the transition to the external world, 
save to remind you that one of our own guild, one who, 
though dead for more than a century, is never mentioned 
without profound respect by both physicians and _philoso- 
phers, Dr. David Hartley,” presents from this transition an 
ingenious argument for our immortality, the conclusion of the 
argument being that our birth was even intended to intimate 
to us a future life as well as to introduce us to the present. 

Nor is it necessary for our present purpose to wander in the 
shades of speculation as to when, where and how man origin- 
ated. It matters not just now as to whether his was a special 
creation, or whether he is a descendant through uncounted 
millions of years of ascidian ancestry; whether the begin- 
nings of life on our globe were from a single germ, from few 
or many germs, and whether those germs were placed here 
directly by a divine hand, or dropped from some star in its 
swift flight. Nay, even whether matter in the far-distant 
morning of the earth had ‘‘the promise and potency of every 
form and quality of life,’”’ an abiogenesis then possible of 
which no shadow of manifestation is seen to-day. No differ- 
ence as to man’s origin, lowly or lofty, remote or near, but 


consider man as he now is, ‘‘the heir of all the ages,’”’ and 


z 


what is his nature ? 
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The general belief of mankind is that this nature is dual, 


and that belief is expressed by the terms body and mind. 
‘‘The distinction between them is so obvious that it is recog- 
nized in every language; and the knowledge of it, therefore, 
precedes speculation, and is anterior to all science and phi- 
losophy; for language is the expression and record of the 
primitive observation and unprejudiced common sense of 


mankind.’ 


In its general acceptance it has the same evi- 
dence as Cicero” gives for a law of nature. 

A distinguished French member” of the profession refers 
to ‘‘the duality of man’s nature so universally admitted since 
the school of Plato, so dogmatically consecrated by the fathers 
of the church under the title of Aomo duplex, and so judici- 
ously expressed in our day by the spiritualist school under 
the double denominations of the physiological and psycho 
logical man.’’ He proceeds to state that this belief is anterior 
to all social institutions, to all legislation; that it is naturally 
and constantly in the universal consciousness of peoples; and 
that human duality is not only a moral fact, but a physiologt- 
cal law, and in conformity with logical law 

The assertion of human duality includes two propositions : 
First, man has a physical organization; and second, associated 
with this physical organization is mind; mind and body are 
man, at least the only man we now know 

Let us first consider man as a material organism. He is 
born, grows, attains his acme of development and physical 
vigor, declines, decays, dies. Have physical forces their pe- 
riods of youth, of maturity and of old age? Has inorganic 
matter any corresponding periods? During his life, as in its 


‘a creative power is constantly manifested. 


very beginning,’ 
By a chemistry more subtle than inorganic nature exhibits, 
this power lifts lifeless matter to life, creates the living from 
the dead. If the chemist in his laboratory has produced cer- 
tain materials contained in inorganic matter, such as taurine 
and urea, they are in the body products of alteration, of de- 
composition, ready to be returned to the inorganic world; he 


has never made, he never can make liver cells, brain cells, 
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blood globules. I do not believe, therefore, the phenomena 
of living beings can all be referred to physico-chemical laws, 
but we must, with Dr. Beale,” ‘‘accept the idea of vital power 
as being super-physical,’’ and with that idea its correlate, a 
living Creator of such power. 

Such a Creator as Beale refers to is very different from the 
God-atom which Bichner declares, ‘‘the atom, or the smallest 
indivisible and fundamental part of matter, is the God to whom 
all existence, the lowest and the highest, is indebted for its 
being.’’ But really more familiar names than that of Buchner 
are identified with almost as strange an hypothesis.” Profes 
sor Chauffard, referring to the suggested ‘‘evolution of living 
protoplasm from not-living matter,’’ and the subsequent trans 
formations of this protoplasm into all the forms of life our 
earth presents, as ‘‘impossibilities,’’ exclaims:—‘‘And it is in 
the name of these impossibilities that a science which claims 
to be altogether experimental and positive, wishes to impose 
a complete genesis of organized beings, and excludes from 
this genesis all directing and final idea.”’ 

Of the perfections of the human body and its various or- 
gans, of the eye for example, so wonderful in construction 
and adaptation that the greatest of England’s natural philoso 
phers, Sir Isaac Newton, asked did not he who made the eye 
know the laws of optics? I shall not now speak. To believe 
that stones, responsive to the lyre of Amphion, took their 
places in symmetrical order and formed the walls of hundred- 
gated Thebes, or that the accidental association of letters con- 
structed the Iliad, would be trifling trials to ordinary faith in 
comparison with believing that this human body, fearfully and 
wonderfully made, is not the work of intelligent design.” 

I pass now to the consideration of the second proposition, 
to-wit, the complete conception of man includes mind. Many 
years ago one of the most eminent of Scotch metaphysicians, 
the late Sir William Hamilton, said: —‘‘Should physiology 
ever succeed in reducing the facts of intelligence to the phe- 
nomena of matter, philosophy would be subverted in the 


subversion of its three great objects—God, free will and im- 
mortality.” 
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Has physiology reduced the facts of intelligence to the 
phenomena of matter? Certain utterances would seem to in 
dicate that some answer this question affirmatively, and they 
believe the ‘‘soul is but the sum of the brain functions, and 
psychology but a chapter of physiology.’’ ‘‘The brain se- 


cretes thought as the liver does bile.”” (Cabanis.) ‘‘— the view 
entertained by the best cerebral physiologists is, that the 
mind is a force developed by the action of the brain.”’ 
(Hammond.) ‘‘Thought is a motion of matter.”’ (Mole- 
schott.) 

Next we ascend to higher authorities, whose utterances 
are not quite so positive; ‘‘all states of consciousness in us 
are immediately caused by molecular changes of the brain 
substance.”’ (Huxley.) ‘‘Subjective and objective faces of 
the same fact.’’ (Herbert Spencer.) And then the ‘‘undi 
vided twins” of Professor Bain, ‘‘mental and physical pro- 
ceed together.”’ 

‘‘The late Mr. Lewes argued that since feeling, or sensi- 
bility, is an invariable accompaniment of the action of nervous 
centers, it is more philosophical to regard the psychical and 
physical events as two parts of one reality, and consequently 
to view feeling as a coéfficient, and not, with Professor Hux- 
ley, as a collateral result of nervous process.’ 

Again, we learn from Professor Huxley: ‘‘In itself it is of 
little moment whether we express the phenomena of matter 
in terms of spirit, or the phenomena of spirit in terms of 
matter; matter may be regarded as a form of thought; 
thought may be regarded as a property of matter.” ” 

Dr. Holmes wittily remarks that Professor Huxley gives 
bioplasm all that it can bear; from the quotations that I have 
made, some of us will think that matter is given a good deal 
more than it can bear. 

Every one who has speculated upon the relations of the 
material to the immaterial, of body to mind, must be con- 
scious of the great difficulties which beset the subject, of the 
clouds that surround him at almost every step. The results 
obtained, the conclusions reached by some whose opinions I 
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have quoted, men whose abilities and fame are so great, 
surely do not commend themselves to most minds as ultimate 
truths. Nay, I think some of them are open to criticism, if 
not unequivocal rejection. Very wisely has one of the ablest 
philosophic thinkers * of the century observed: ‘‘ Every one 
knows that in this dark and cloudy region, which intervenes 
between the two territories of mind and matter, we meet with 
some of the profoundest mysteries of our nature. Here we 
fall in with sleep, dotage, somnambulism, insanity—topics on 
which little or no light has been thrown. In the mists and 


clouds which forever brood over this dark f, a thousand 


gul 
errors have been lurking. In this border territory there is a 
continual warfare going on 

I do not propose any extended remarks upon this topic, 
but shall present some difficulties which are obvious in all 
schemes of mental physiology, or efforts to interpret the phe 
nomena of mind by physical facts 

Consciousness lies at™ the foundation of all knowledge, and 
physiology ought to give us a definite location for this if it be 
a pure brain function. Now turn to Carpenter, Huxley and 
Ferrier, and after reading their statements as to the matter, 
take a later writer, Hermann, and see how that which we 
supposed was knowledge is swept away. Really, we fear 
consciousness may yet be set wandering through the body in 
search of a home, very much as the soul” has: 

‘‘It is also impossible to assign any individual spot in the 
cerebrum as the seat of consciousness, since cases are known, 
in connection with almost every part, in which, when that 
part was destroyed or wanting, consciousness still remained 
Consciousness may still remain after the destruction of one 
hemisphere 

There are strong arguments to sustain the view that mem 
ory, termed by Hamilton the conservative faculty, depends 
upon material impressions made upon the brain. It is an old 
theory, but has been presented by Dr. Holmes,” of course in 


a most striking and beautiful garb. Without criticising this 


material view from a philosophic standpoint, it is enough to 
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repeat the question, who reads the record? Behind these 


brain-pages crowded with impressions, there must be an in 
telligence to read them, or else they are mute and meaning- 
less asa volume of Milton or of Shakspeare would be to a 
tree or rock. 

An argument for the materiality of the mind has been based 
upon the tact that an increased quantity of certain materials, 
urea is the most notable, is eliminated consequent upon 
mental exertion. Professor Chauffard states that a man in 
repose passes in twenty-four hours twenty grams .46 of urea; 
if in energetic muscular exertion twenty-two grams .60 in the 
same length of time, and finally after intellectual exertion 
twenty-three grams .88. That is, a great orator, a great poet 
or painter expends in the exercise of his mind a trifle over 
one gram more than the hod-carrier or stevedore in the exer- 
cise of his muscles. An immortal poem, or painting, or one 
of Professor Huxley’s grand addresses to be had at the rate 
of fifteen grains of urea for every twenty-four hours! 

In regard to the two-faced unity, the Siamese twins, ob- 
jective and subjective faces of the same fact explaining the 
relations of mind and body, of the material and spiritual, to 
my thinking two things are brought together that are essenti 
ally disparate and incomparable. Movement and thought can 
not be combined in a self-consistent scheme. 

When the phenomena of spirit are to be expressed in terms 
of matter or the reverse, we shall not always have plain sail- 
ing. I turn to Haller, that illustrious man of our profession 
whose fame is for all ages, and I read in his work on Physi 
ology :—‘‘ For that the nature of the mind is different from 
that of the body, appears from numberless observations, more 
especially from those abstract ideas and affections of the mind 
which have no correspondence with the organs of sense, for 
what is the color of pride, or what the magnitude of envy?” 
And Fenelon has said, ask any sensible person if his thought 
is round or square, white or yellow, warm or cold, divisible 
into six or twelve pieces, and he will laugh at you. 


I think it will be difficult to persuade physicians who have 
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directed their attention to what are called mental influences 
in the causation, in the aggravation and in the cure of disease, 
that there is not something in the human body superior to 
that body. Jolly” has given a most interesting lecture upon 
the ‘‘ Will considered as a Moral Power and as a Therapeutic 
Means,” in which he adduces cases of muscular paralysis, of 
convulsive cough, stammering, hysteria, chorea, nystagmus, 
and one of traumatic tetanus—the last being under the care 
of Cruveilhier—cases, many of which had been previously 
treated unsuccessfully by all the ordinary therapeutic means, 
and which were cured by the exercise of the will. 

Sir Benjamin Brodie® narrates a striking instance of the 
sense of duty triumphing over pain. Every physician can 
recall similar instances occurring under his own observation. 

I have not time to continue the discussion of this topic, 
and yet let me quote the utterances of two eminent men in 
our profession—the one still living, the other deceased a few 
years ago. The late Sir Henry Holland observed:—‘‘I will 
merely remark, in correction of a common misapprehension, 
that the further we proceed in unraveling the brain as a col- 
lection of nervous fibers, condensed into separate organs for 
the establishment of their several functions and relations, the 
more in fact do we detach the mind itself from all material 
organization.” (Guenéau de Mussy exclaims :—‘‘ Combine to- 
gether oxygen, carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen, phosphorus, as 
much as you will, and you can make nothing which will be the 
representative or equivalent of intellectual or moral acts.” ™ 

We may weigh the brain, count its billions of cells, meas- 
ure the rate of sensory impressions or motor impulses, localize 
cerebral functions, analyze cerebral matter; but after all pos- 
sible observations, calculations and analyses, it will always be 
inconceivable” that a displacement of molecules, or an undu- 
lation, or a vibration, or any mechanical or chemical phenom- 
enon whatever, may be, not the condition of thought, but 
thought itself. The identity of corporeal and of spiritual 


phenomena is an affirmation which ought to be consigned to 
a 


the list of impossible hypotheses. 
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Is not the scientist of to-day who explains mental phe- 
nomena by mechanical or chemical changes, simply following 
in the footsteps of the old chemists, who found an explana- 
tion for all the mysteries of nature, and even of religion, in 
salt, sulphur and mercury ? 

Physical science can not express nor explain the mental 
and moral qualities of man: we can not conceive that con- 
science, reason, joy and sorrow, are mere modifications of 
gray cerebral matter. The common sense of mankind will 
forever revolt against attributing to such modifications the 
profound thoughts of Plato, the winged words of Homer, the 
virtue of Socrates, the eloquence of Demosthenes, the philan- 
thropy of Howard, the inspirations of a Mozart, the sublime 
conceptions of a Raphael, the faith of the martyr, and the 
love of the mother. 


The problem of Teleology® commends itself especially to 
our profession. Even though human beings are but con- 
scious automata, as there is a design, a purpose, an end for 
which every machine is constructed, so there must be a de- 
sign in our bodies. The doctrine of automatism is, according 
to the late Mr. Lewes, the reflex theory legitimately carried 
out. That theory is used by Hermann“ to explain volition, 
and indeed by others has been made to support the physical 
basis of mind. To the medical man an argument against the 
extension given this theory is found in pathology, but its pre- 
sentation would divert me from my present purpose. It is 
enough to repeat that human automatism does not materially 
invalidate teleology. 

Neither is the doctrine of final causes destroyed if it gives 
no explication of all facts and events. Non-recognition of 
this truth, it seems to me, is an error into which one of our 
most eminent scientific men has recently fallen.“" ‘‘ Just so 
far,’’ says Professor Newcomb, ‘‘as the theologian can recon- 
cile the motions of the planet or the burning of the theater 
with final causes, or with a directing hand, so far is he at lib- 
erty to reconcile the whole course of nature in the same way.”’ 
VoL. XX.—6 
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The assertion has been previously made that ‘‘the theory of 
final cause assumes that things have been arranged with a visi- 


“ But when we remember, as taught by Mr. 


ble purpose 
Jevons, that there is probably no science entirely free from 
empirical and unexplained facts; and when he further states 
that logic approaches most nearly this position, but is not free 
from such facts, the teleologist may easily justify his position 
in cases of unexplained facts. Because a certain person rea- 
sonably skilled in arithmetic can not solve two selected arith 
metical problems, no one would be justified in concluding 
there is no such science as arithmetic. Furthermore,“ those 
who maintain that there are final causes in nature are not 
thereby bound to maintain that there are only such, and that 
they must always and everywhere prevail over efficient causes. 

Te leology is not set aside by the development theory. 
This theory, finding such strong support in embryology and in 
paleontology, and accepted, probably by three-fourths of 
scientific men, although they can not admit the adequacy “ of 
the causes of evolution advanced by its chief expounder, 
Mr. Darwin, is not antagonistic to the doctrine of final causes, 
‘‘and even on the contrary naturally appeals to it, or else the 
theory of evolution is only the theory of chance under a more 
learned name 

Che truth is, if you deny intelligent design in nature you 
can not predicate it of man’s works. If the blind stream of 
physical causation explains the vast and varied phenomena of 
earth's countless organisms, animal and vegetal, then the acts 
and works of men are similarly produced. Honor no more

the skillful engineer or architect; no more crown the hero 
with laurels, or gratefully praise the poet, the painter, the 
philanthrophist. All splendid human achievements and noble 


works are merely reflex phenomena. So, too, burn your 


scaffolds and tear down your penitentiaries. Individuals are 


as irresponsible for their actions as the falling stone, the rush- 
ing river, the sunshine or the storm.“ 
Nor is teleology to be rejected because of its abuses. Vol- 


taire, who presents an argument“ for the doctrine worth any

man’s reading, refers to some of these abuses,” and while con- 
demning them, defines a final cause as one that acts at all 
times and in all places. He further declares that one must 
close his eyes and understanding who pretends there is no de 
sign in nature; and if there be a design there must be an in 
telligent cause; God is.® 

Time is wanting to present any of the striking evidences of 
design offered by the human“ body, offered in its anatomy, 
in its physiology and its pathology. Nor is it necessary, for 
every physician knows them. Mr. Darwin, whose long de 
votion to scientific pursuits is so well known, and whose 
various and extensive observations of nature are so admirable, 
in referring to certain plants, observes that ‘‘the contrivances 
and adaptations transcend in an incomparable degree the con 
trivances and adaptations which the most fertile imagination 
of the most imaginative man could suggest, with unlimited 
time at his disposal.’’ How much more, then, will the phy- 
sician in the study of physical man find admirable contrivances 
and adaptations And thus we are inevitably led to see the 


force of Voltaire’s argument. 


We read in Hippocrates that Medicine is full of reverence 
for the gods. And again, after most eloquently referring to 
the changes in nature, alternations of seasons, of day and 
night, the actions and experiences of individuals, the Father 
of Medicine declares that everything is accomplished by 
reason of divine necessity, di’ avayyny deiny. 

Once more the voice of Galen, meditating upon the struc 
ture and functions of the body, is heard: Compono hic profecto 
Canticum in Creatoris nostri laudem. Again Sir Thomas 
Browne speaks: ‘‘In our study of anatomy there is a mass of 
mysterious philosophy, and such as reduced the very heathens 
to divinity.”” And then from the same century, prolific of 
great men, comes the vision of one not so famous in literature 
as Sir Thomas, but immortal in science—one cotemporary 
with Lord Bacon, and his physician, and who doubtless knew 
all the great philosopher's censures of the impertinence of final 
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causes in physics, while holding those causes were properly 
‘‘enquired in metaphysique.” The vision is of William 
Harvey, small of stature, with his keen, black eyes, his olive 
complexion, and his long hair, changed in old age from the 
color of the raven’s wing to that of snow. Listen to his words 
in defense of his study of the lower animals: ‘‘If you will 
enter with Heraclitus in Aristotle into a workhouse (for so I 
call it), for inspection of viler creatures, come hither, for the 
immortal gods are here likewise; and the great and Almighty 
lather is sometimes most conspicuous in the least and most 
inconsiderable creatures.’’ And again, as he studies embry- 
ology in the hatching of a chicken: ‘‘ There inheres in some 
way or other, in every efficient cause a ratio finis (a final 
cause), and by this the efficient cooperation with Providence 
is moved.” 

And what shall be said of his great discovery? It was 
made under the inspiration of teleology, and using his reason 
aright. Harvey, says Professor Acland,” believing in God 
believed that there is purpose as well as harmony in the ma 
terial world. He acted in this faith and, using his reason 
aright, he made a mighty discovery, which has influenced 
every biological student to this day, and will influence them 
to the end of time. 

David Hartley tells us that ‘‘final causes,“ 7. ¢., natural 
good, are the best clew for guiding the invention in all at 
tempts to explain the ceconomy of animals.’ 

Sir Charles Bell, rising from his famous researches in the 
nervous system, as if with oath-like solemnity, lifts up the 
Human Hand an ever-present, everlasting testimony unto 
man of Divine Power, Wisdom and Goodness.” 

Could array of grander witnesses and of more conclusive 
testimony be adduced to prove medical faith in the doctrine 
of final causes? Are there occasionally those who deny this 
faith or doubt this creed? That distinguished surgeon of 
Strasburg, Sedillot, has said: ‘‘Some™ physicians, carried

away by convictions more impassioned than wise, have found 


it possible, at rare intervals and in moments of forgetfulness, 
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to doubt the existence of one Supreme Cause, but their vain 
efforts at revolt against the universal conscience, remain with- 
out echo and without influence upon science.” 

“Sir Henry Holland and Dr. Prichard have each borne un- 
equivocal testimony to their belief in the existence of the 
Supreme Being. 


Professor Tyndall exclaims: Whence come we; whither 
go we? The question dies without an answer—without an 
echo—upon the infinite shores of the unknown. How the 
utterance of this great scientific teacher, utterance bearing 
most mournful truth, so far as science is concerned, seems 
almost like an echo through more than twelve centuries of the 
words of the aged Ealdorman to the King of Northumbria: 
‘‘So seems the life of man, O King, as a sparrow’s flight 
through the hall where you are sitting at meat in the winter- 
tide, with the warm fire lighted on the hearth, but the icy 
rain-storm without. The sparrow flies in at one door, and 
tarries for a moment in the light and heat of the: hearth-fire, 
and then, flying forth from the other, vanishes into the wintry 
darkness whence it came. So tarries for a moment the life of 
man in our sight; but what is before it, what after it, we know 
not.”” Human experience and human. science are thus at one; 
know not and unknown are their final utterances. 

But, on the other hand, is there from the study of man no 
light, though it be faint as the first tremblings of dawn upon 
black, mist hung waves? We have found in such study that 
man has a physical nature, in the commencement and con- 
tinuance of which an idea dominated; that it was a continual 
creation; that there was an organic unity, and the constant 
manifestation of a power superior to physico-chemical forces.

It includes 
linical Teaching and Pharmaceutical work in the Dispensary, systematic recitations from Text-books, 
by a corps of examiners who have the use of the Museum for illustration, personal manipulations in Ope- 
rative Surgery, Chemistry, Histology, Ophthalmoscopy, Laryngoscopy, and Otoscopy, under the super- 
vision of Demonstrators 

The Spring course is designed to be supplementary to the Regular Winter Course. Attendance upon 
it is voluntary, and does not count as a session. 

The Fee for the Full Course is Twenty-Five DoLLars 

The Forty-third regular Annual Session will commence on Wednesday, Oct. 1, 1879, and will continue 
until March 1, 1880. Previous to this there will be a preliminary course of Lectures free to all students, 
opening Monday, September 8th, and lasting until the beginning of the regularterm. During the Winter 
Session of 1878-9 instruction was given in Urinalysis and Microscopy by practical exercises in Labora- 
tories especially fitted with Beck's microscopes and sets of chemical reagents. 

The success of this initial step has prompted the Faculty to establish five Demonstratorships, to 
which have been appointed well-known teachers. Every facility and all needful apparatus will be fur- 
nished so as to make these teachings of permanent value to the student. 

A general fee of Fifteen Dullars will entitle the student to receive the benefits of all these depart- 
ments. Five Dollars is the fee forasingle one. These special courses are optional. 

It is urged upon all who seek to train their senses to the requisite degree of skill to make good diag- 
nosticians and operators that at least one course of each of the manipulative branches be taken before 
applying for the degree. 


Good boarding can be procured in the vicinity of the College at from $3.00 to $5.00 per week, fire 
and light included. 

Students on their arrival in the city by proceeding to the University, on corner of Eighth and Chest* 
nut streets, within three squares of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Depot, will find the Janitor, 
who will conduct them to suitable boarding honses. . 

The regular Annual Circular will be issued in June, and that it may be widely distributed a list of 
medical students and practitioners is requested from the friends of the School.

The Spring Session of 1879 was opened March 6th, and will continue until June rst. It includes 
Clinical Teaching and Pharmaceutical work in the Dispensary, systematic recitations from Text-books, 
by a corps of examiners who have the use of the Museum for illustration, personal manipulations in Ope- 
rative Surgery, Chemistry, Histology, Ophthalmoscopy, Laryngoscopy, and Otoscopy, under the super- 
vision of Demonstrators. 

The Spring course is designed to be supplementary to the Regular Winter Course. Attendance upom 
it is voluntary, and does not count as a session. 

The Fee for the Full Course is Twenty-Five Do.vars. 

The Forty-third regular Annual Session will commence on Wednesday, Oct. 1, 1879, and will continue 
until March 1, 1880. Heevleus to this there will be a preliminary course of Lectures free to all students, 
opening Monday, September 8th, and lasting until the beginning of the regularterm. During the Winter 
Session of 1878 9 instruction was given in Urinalysis and Microscopy by practical exercises in Labora 
tories especiaily fitted with Beck’s microscopes and sets of chemical reagents. 

The success of this initial step has prompted the Faculty to establish flve Demonstratorships, to 
which have been appointed well-known teachers. Every facility and all needful apparatus will be fur- 
nished so as to make these teachings of permanent value to the student. 

A general fee of Fifteen Dullars will entitle the student to receive the benefits of all these depart- 
ments. Five Dollarsis the fee for asingle one. These special courses are optional. 

It is urged upon all who seek to train their senses to the requisite degree of skill to make goad diag- 
nosticians and operators that at least one course of each of the manipulative branches be taken before 
applying for the degree. 


Geod boarding can be procured in the vicinity of the College at from $3.00 to $5.00 per week, fire 
and light included. 


Students on their arrival in the city by proceeding to the University, on corner of Eighth and Chest- 
hut streets, within three squares of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Depot, will find the Janitor, 
who will conduct them to suitable boarding honses. 


The regular Annual Circular will be issued in June, and that it may be widely digributed a list of 
medical students and practitioners is requested from the friends of the School.
